HERR MOST, THE SOCIALIST, 


A Talk With the Wild Revolutionist this 


4 Morning. 

A little undersized man, with almost 
a French neatness of dress, a quick, 
nervous step, a peculiarly shaped head, in 


that itis almostthe shape of a pear with the 
small end upwards, and with great heavy, wide 
jaws covered with sandy whiskers, parted at the 
chin and combed back in European style, got off 
the Louisville and Nashville train at the Union 
Depot last evening, and was recognized by the 
group of St. Louis socialists,as Herr Most, the 
anarchist, communist and socialistic agitator, 
who will remaininthe city for perhaps a week, 
making speeches and spreading the doctrine 
which he has preached on botn sides of the 


ocean. The committee escorted him to Cen- 
tral Turner Hall, where he remained for an hour 
in the bar-room, answering questions in German, 
English and French. There was quite a turnout 
of Socialists, anxious to see and taik with a genu- 
ine exile and confessed revvlutionist, and the 
hour Was quite late when Mr. Teschier, a prom.- 
nent Socialist, who had Known Most in the 
Fatherland, carried him off to his residence, on 
Eleventh and Julia streets, in the southern part 
of the city, Where he will remain during his stay 
in the city. A Post-DIspaATCH reporter called 
there at10 o’clock this morning and was Kept 
waiting in a _ pleasant siliing-room but a 
few minutes before Herr Most entered, smoking 
an after-breakfast cigar of palpable 
che ess. The agitator submits to the inter- 
vi re process with the gr«ce amd readiness be- 
got by exiended experience. His English is hard- 
ly perfect, but it Was so much beiter than the re- 
porter’s German, that the conversation Was Car- 
ried o} in the principal language of the United 
States. Asked as to his planus in St. Louis, Herr 
Most said: “I will lecture to-night at Ventral 
Turner Hall on the condition or society as I find 
it in the United States, with an appeal lor the en- 
couragement of socialism in America. lo-mor- 
row night 1 shall speak upon the social Condition 
of Europe. On Monday I will hold @ private 
meeting to which hone but recognized Socialists 
will be admitted.

Tuesday night Lshallspeakat North t. Louis 
Turner Hall on socieily in Europe’ and 
America and point out the remedy 


for existing evils. Other engagements will be 
made forme and duly announced later in the 
week.” 

“HHow do you find socialism in the United 
States?’”’ 

“The people of the United States are in tone 
Anglo-Saxon, and slow to move. I expected to 
find many German Socialists in this country, and 
was not disappointed; but when | learned how the 
doctrine of right and justice to humanity had 
taken root and spread among theEnglish-speaking 

opulation I was as much delighted as surprised 
very city has its English-speaking section of the 
socialists party. They are not forward or demon- 
strative. Infact they hardly appear upon the 
surface, but they exist and are at work. ‘They are 
thinkers and qniet workers, ana will be heard of 
when the time comes.”

| THE SENEY SYSTEM. 


Jay Gould and the Tennessee, 
Georgia and Virginia Railroads. 


-_ — 


Another Railroad Route to be Swallowed Up 
by the Wall Street King—How it Will Affect 
St.. Louis. 


The rumors afloat, and of late given considera- 
ble credence from most quarters, that Jay Gould 
had obtained control of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia Railway, and that the system 
would be added to or managed in the close inter- 
ests of the consolidated systems, means 
much to St. Louis interests, if true. 
The necessity of an eastern seaboara outlet for 
the great Southwestern system has been appar- 
ent from the start, and Mr. Gould has made great 
efforts to securea feasible route. The necessity 
for this outlet gives color to the rumor of. the ab- 
sorption or gain of control of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railway. The East Ten- 
nessee, Virgiuia and Georgia Rail- 
way system, as generally understood, is an 
air-line from the Mississippi Valley 


at Memphis to the seaboard. It is, in reality, only 
& portion of whatis the Virginia, Tennesee and 
Georgia Alr Line, comprising the Shenandoah 
Vailey, Norfolk and Western, and East Tenuesee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railways, which are practi- 
cally allunder the same management and con- 
caucted in the same intimate interests. The East 
Tennessee, Virginda and Georgia is, however, the 
larger interest in the system, and frem the fact of 
its direct connection at Mempbis with tbe 
Gould Southwestern system is considered the 
entire systein itself. The nucleus of the air line 
reterred to was the old East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railway, running from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to Bristol, on the State line between Ten- 
hessee and Virginia, 242 miles in length. Several 
years ago the Memphis and Charleston Railway, 
Stevenson to Memphis, 272 miles, was added, 
leaving a gap of thirty-eight miles between Stev- 
enson and Chaitanooga, which is spanned 
by the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
Railway, and whose tracks are used 
by the East Tenn. Va. & Ga. Afterwards a line to 
Rome, Ga., from Chattanooga was secured and 
one thence to Brunswick, on the Southeast coast, 
and another line to Meridian, Miss., on the south- 
west, giving the system. with several small 
branches, over 1,400 miles of road. To this is add- 
ed under one management the Norfoik and 
Western Railway,running from Bristol,the eastern 
terminus of the Kast Tenn., Va. & Ga., to Norfolk 
Va., on the Atlantic coast, a distanee of 408 miles, 
and the Shenandoah Valiey Railway, running 
from Roanoake, onthe N. & W., to Hagerstown, 
Md., a distance of 239 miles, giving the entire sys- 
tem nearly 2,100 miles of road. This, added to the 
consolidated system with its 10,000 miles. of road, 
and St. Louis the center of the entire 
system, would, as said before, mean much to St. 
Louis one way or the other, and this rumor com- 
ing on the heels of the assurances given a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter last Tuesday by Mr. Gould 
himself. that to him the interests of St. Louis are 
Maramount, and that nothing injurious te St. 

ouis tradein the least would be done by his 
roads, leads the average patriotic 
St. Louisan to wonder whether _ the 
roposed coup d@’etat wouid not divert trade 
rom St. Louis to an appreciable extent. The 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad 
ruus through that part of the South richest in all 
manner of -productions, both agricultural and 
mineral, and the connection with the consolidated 
systems would make that great section of country 
directly tributary to St. Louis and on better 
terms than any other competing city. 
It cannot give the Eastern cities any more advan- 
tagesin that section’s business than they now 
have, as the consolidation is on the West. and the 
country@@irectly tributary to St. Louis wiil be in- 
crease at much. In the matter of through 
business, however, St. Louis may suffer, but not 
to any extent compared with the benefits she will 
derive from the trade of the new  sec- 
tion. A rew through, and by _— great 
odus the shortest route to the 
fnalern seaboard wil be given from the South- 

est, and it will be tiie Southwest that will most 
ot all be benefitted. The distance to New York 
from Texarkana, the great distribution point of 
the railroads of the farther Southwest, is 1.561 
miles by the shortest possible route as now ar- 
ranged. 3 the new route over the E. Teun., Va. 
& Ga., the iongest possible distance from Texar- 
Kana is 1,400 miles and if calculated onthe 
same allowances as the prorating distances 
between St. Louis and New Work. would be 100 
miles less, giving the new route the great advaunt- 
age of 261 mNes in distance, and the greater ad- 
vantage of being all except 270 miles under one 
management. Theeffect of thison rates would 
not benefit St. Louis; erhaps the contrary. 


as the rates to Mississippi: river points 
will always be fixed by the pool, but the 
through rates from the Southwest can be 


manipulated by the Southwestern system at will. 
Herein will the Southwest -be the gainer. Still 
another and by still greater odds a better route 
to the seaboard is afforded by the new consolida- 
tion as proposed. Port Royal, on the South Car- 
olina Coast, has the finest hagbor on the South 
Atlantic Coast, and Port Royal i$ but a short dis- 
tance from Brunswick, the southern terminus, 
of the Southwestern Branch of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia Railroad. By making 
port for exports, Mr. Gould will have a route to 
the seaboard nearly 600 miles. shorter than any 
pow in use, and one with which competition from 
any source would be outof the question. The 
vast and rapidly increasing exports of the West 
and Southwest—grain, cattle, dressed meats, and 


manufacturés—would, by this last men- 
tioned route, be run to the sea- 
board at two-thirds the present cost 


and in this reduction of rates and increase o 
tributary country would St. Louls, more than any 
other city. be benefited. For St. Louis is and 
must forever be, as the system is now arranged, 
the pivot on which turns the success or failure of 
the Southwestern and Wabash systems. The 
diversion of —through business’ {from the 
St. Louls route to the air line 
route via Memphis would be inevitable, 
and other roads leading east from St. Louis 
might suffer, but the increased business of the 
new tributary country from the Southwest would 
many times overbalance that loss. Another and 
very important route opened by this consolida- 
tion would be thatto the seaboard at Norfolk, 
and which would be the mediuin route as to dis- 
tance between that to New York 
and the one to Port Royal.

the relief of his fellow prisoners. On returning to 
France the Saint continued his great work and 
estabiished the noble charity known as the House 
of St. Lazare, whose doors from that e have re- 
mained constantly open to the r and afflictea 
of every race and creed. From the central organ- 
ization of the St. Vincent de Paul Society a num- 
ber of branches spread out, all of which main- 
tained arintimate subordinate relation with the 
original body. 

OZANAM, THE FOUNDER, 


| Was well-known to all the poor and miserable 


wretches of Paris, and, though, in the revo- 
lution of 1848 he felt compellea to take sides 
with the Government against the populace, he 
never lost their affection. It was Ozanam who, 
in his uniform asa National Guardsman and un- 
armed, accompanied Monseigneur Affre, the 
Archbishop of Paris, when that prelate advanced 
to the barricades for the purpose of asking the 
people to lay pown theirarms. The Archbishop 
was shot down, and Ozanam, whose person was 
held sacred, received the dying man in his arms. 
Afterwards, Ozanam abandoned the profession of 
law for that of literature, occupying a Professor- 


ship in the University of the Sorbonne. 
He died while holdin that posi- 
tion, @n the 13th day of May, 1853, at 


the early age of forty. He lived long enough 
however, to see the society which be had founded 
established firmly throughout the whole world. 
The charity which the St. Vincent de Paul Socie- 
ty aims to dispense is altogether practical, being 
principally directed towards supplying the pecu- 
liar needs of the country where tt is established. 
At present there are 6,000 councils and 200,000 
members of the society inthe world. There is no 
corner of the earth, no matter how remote or ob- 
scure, Whither its ministering hand is not ex- 
tended. 
IN THE UNITED STATES 
it has branches in every State and in every city. 
The firsticonference in the United States was. es- 
tablished in 1843 in this city, the founders being 
Father Heim, the secretary of Archbishop Ken- 
rick, > > Bryan Mullanphy and Messrs. John 
Amend, James C. Bury and Joseph O'Neil. At 
presenteach prrish in the City las its own con- 
ference, the members of which make it their duty 
to inquire into and supply the wants of thir own 
poor. The funds for this noble work are advanced 
by the members themselves, each according to his 
meaus, and the total amount distributed annu- 
ally by the society is nominally $15,000. Asa 
matter of fact, however, itis very much greater. 
THE RULES OF THE SOCIETY 

prescribe that relief can be givea only upon the 
report of a committee appointed for the purpose 
of investigating the condition of poor people 
recominmended to the notice of the conference. It 
frequently happens that the case requires the in- 
stant expenditure of money.which the committee- 
men theimselves advance, and which the confer- 
ence is hardly ever asked to reimburse. To show 
how thoroughly practical and genuinely charita- 
ble 1s the work done by the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society the reader need only be reminded 
that on the morning atter the break 
in the Mill Creek Sewer a great many poor people, 
whose condition had been wretched enough be- 
fore, were made entirely destitute. Two mem- 
bers of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, without 
Waiting to be supplicated for relief, went down in- 
to the district at once, and in less than two hours 
they distributed almost $500 to the sufferers. 

The celebration to-morrow in simultaneous with 
the celebration of the same eveut which it is de- 
Signed to coinmemorate in every part of the 
world. In Paris the ceremonies extend over a 
period of six days, and a very great number of 
visiting societies will be received and entertained 
by the hoine councils. 


MRS. GANZHORN’S GRIEVANCE. 


Divorce Case Against a Man of Past Prom- 
inence.—Liquor’s Lure. 


Mrs. Catharine Gan-horn entered in the Circuit 
Court to-day a petition for divorce from John 
Ganzhorn. The marriage took place June 4, 
1862, and the parties lived together until April 7 
1883. Mrs. Ganzhorn alleges that her husband 
rendered her condition intolerable and 
finally abandoned her. She states that 


for more than a year he was under the influence 
of intoxicating liquors; that the habit grew upon 
him until he became a contirmed drenKard; that 
he treated her in the most cruel and abusive man- 
ner in the presence of her children. and that 
he insulted ber in public. On one  occa- 
sion she was foreed lo have him arrested 
and he was fined in the Police Court. After their 
marriage Mrs. Ganzhorn entrusted her husband 
with the management of her syrup and sugar- 
coloring business, 408 Spruce street, but she al- 
leges that he neglected it and squandered the re- 
ceipts. Ultimately for the protection of herself and 
children and to provide some means of support 
she prevailed upou him to reconvey the property 
to her,but he exacted the sum of $100 before doing 
so. Mrs. Ganzhorn asks for adecree of divorce 
together with the restoration of her former name, 
Hoffman. The lady instituted a divorce 

roceeding once before, but it was dismissed be- 
ore reaching a trial. Mr. Ganzhorn is well known 
and was atone timea prosperous business man, 
He figured prominently in politic’, and was once 
a@ member of the Council. In 1875 he conducted 
an exteusive livery business on Third street. 


FOUR COURTS. 


Henry F. Ferris Sent to Jail on a Three- 
Months’ Sentence. 


A white male floater was caught at the foot of 
Elwood street, Carondelet, yesterday afternoon. 

The coroner to-day received an inquiry from 
Montreal, Canada, asking for Ferdinand Speigel. 
The relatives suppose that a Ferdinand Speigel, 
who was fatally burned in this city about a year 


ago, is the same that they are looking for. 
In accordance with the verdict rendered by the 
jury, Judge Van Wagoner to-day sentenced 
fenry F. F-rrs to three months in jail and pay a 
fine of $100. Ferris was tried the second time 
auring the present term of the Criminal Court 
on a charge of Killing Con Dyer, a bill poster, in a 
fight about the possession of a bill board at Fifth 
and Cerre streets. On his first trial he was found 
guilty of manslaughter and sentenced to two 
years imprisonment in the pénitentiary. A new 
trial, which was granted on some. technical 
grounds,resulted in his conviction for manslaugh- 
ter in the fourth degree and his sentence to three 
months in jail, which takes effect at once, 

John Scott pleaded guilty to a charge of vagran- 
cy in the First District Police Court this morning 
and was fined 35. Judge Jecko gave him two 
hours’ time to leave town.

Austro-Hungary. 

VIENNA, May 5.—Little progress seems to have 
been made towards adjusting the grievances 
which caused the bakers’ assistants here to go on 
astrike. Last nightathousand of the strikers 
engaged in ariot at the assembly rooms. The 
furniture was destroyed and the windows broken. 
The noters then threw up a barricade in the 
street to enable them to resist fhe police, 
who had been summoned to quell the 
disturbance, and who had a_ difficult 
time in subduing the infuriated mob. Simulta 
neously with this outbreak a demonstration was 
made in another part of the city by 400 more 
strikers, who attacked a building occupied by the 
Bakers’ Association, the doors and windows of 
which they broke. Both parties of the rioters 


were finally dispersed. 
POSTPONED. . 

VIENNA, May 5.—The meeting of King Hum- 
bert, of Italy andthe Emperor Francis Joseph, 
of Austria, which was to have taken place at 
Berlin this spring has been postponed until the 
9th of next November. 


: Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 5.—It is believed the 
authorities at Moscow have been invested with 
the power to arrest a number of persons who have 
been acting suspiciously in that city and to de- 
‘tain them until the coronation of the Czar has 
taken place. Much ill feeling exists in some of 
the regiments of the army, owing to the fact that 
rewards are being offered to the mento induce 
them to denounce any of their comrades who are 
known to be Nibilists. 


South America. 

Lima, May 5.—The Diario Official reports that 
Colonel Canto has had two engagements with 
Caceri’s forces at Balconiello and Pampas de 
Sicaya. In both cases he routed the enemy, cap- 
turing cannon and forty rifles. The Chilians had 
four kilied and twelve wounded, and the Monte- 
neros fifty-nine killed. Caceri is at Tarta and his 
troops are demoralized. 


England. 

PORTSMOUTH, May 5.—An explosion occurred 
in fhe Government powder magazine, situated on 
Priddy’s Head, in Portsmouth Harbor. The 
building was completely demolished. It is re- 
ported that nine persons are killed and a number 
injured. 

LATER. 

LONDON, May 5, 12 M.—Later information from 
Portsmouth states thatthe explosion in the pow- 
der nragazines on Priddy’s Head was caused by 
the accidental ignition of some powder during 
the filling of a quantity of shells. The loss of life, 
happily, is not as great as was first reported. 
Only two persons were killed outright. Five, 
however, are so badly injured that they are ina 
dying condition. 


SIX VICTIMS. 

LONDON, May 5, 2 Pp. M—A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Portsmouth states four of the per- 
sons injured at the powder explosion have died, 
making the total nuinber of fatalities six.

Tue London Law Journal noW informs an 
astonished world that under English law an 
English citizen may be adjudged an outlaw 
and his property seized in his absence with- 
out the slight formality of a trial. A little 
of this law ought to go a great way with 
Englishmen.

A MORAL RAILROAD. 

The Sabbatarians who live along the line 
éf the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
Railroad may as well prepare for the mil- 
lennium, for the new idea in railroad man- 
agement which is now about to be introduced 
andenforced by Col. Youna, the President of 
the road, is as near the Sabbatarian ideal as 
we may expect any one to come in this age 
of sordid motives and selfish considerations. 
Col. YounG has issued an order defining the 
policy of the management, and it appears 
that the principal feature of that policy will 
be a strict observance of the Sabbath, which 
is generally disregarded in railroad manage- 
ment. 

As the road is required to carry the 
mails, the President will be compelled 
reluctantly to run passenger trains, but 
he promises that efforts will be made 
to discontinue them. Above all things no 
excursion trains are to be run of any kind or 
for any purpose on the Sabbath, and the or- 
der applies strictly to camp-meeting trains. 
As the order runs, “if the Christian people 
cannot find other places for worship, this 
company will not violate divine and civil 
law, and deny its employes the essential rest 
of the Sabbath, to convey them to the camp- 
meeting ground.” 

President YouNG also states that inasmuch 
as quite a number of the company’s employes 
have conscientious scruples against doing 
any work on the Sabbath day, these scruples 
must be respected by their superiors, and 
they are to be as fully exempt from molesta- 
tion on account of these scruples as if they 
were Government clerks under the new civil 
service rules. 

As this order is published in the railroad 
columns of the daily papers as an item of or- 
dinary news there is no reason to suspect its 
genuineness, and the experiment will attract 
a deep and deserved interest. While we 
respect the honesty and sincerity of the mo- 
tives Which control the management, we are 
afraid that through passengers who have im- 
portant business beyond the ends of the line 
on Monday morning will not appreciate the 
situation, and through freight, in which time 
is quite a consideration, will be apt to go by 
some other road, For these natural losses 
of business we see no compensation unless 
the higher moral tone of the management 
will induce Sabbatarians to settle along the 
line and thus build up enough business six 
days in the week to make good the losses of 
the day of rest. 


BOGUS TITLES. 

Quite a large number of learned men

Capital Punishment in Germ any. 

Berlin Dispatch to the London Times, 

In connection with the decapitation yester- 
day of Conrad, itis pointed out tiiat this is 
the tenth execution of the kind since 1878, 
when Hodel was beheaded under the 
Regenev of the Crown Prince. ' The Emper- 
or has always been averse to capital pun- 
ishment, and between 1868 and 1878 no 
murderers suffered the extreme penalty of 
the law. In the former year, of 61 capital 
sentences, only 4 were carried out, in 1867 
only 5 out of 52, in 1866 only 4out of 29, in 
1865 8 out of 39, and in 1864 5 out of 37. So 
that in the period from 1864 to 1868, of 218 
persons condemned to death, only 26 were 
executed, while 3 died before execution could 
be performed, and 2 committed suicide, the 
sentences of all the others being commuted 
by the Emperor-King into penal servitude 
for life. From 1869 to 1877, inclusive, 428 
criminals in Prussia were condemned to 
death, and of these not one was led to the 
scaffold. The case of the assassin Hodel 
broke the continuity of this humane admin- 
tration of the law, but in the same year, 1878, 
there were fifty-three cases of comimutation. 
During the years 1879 and 1880 only one 
capital sentence out of eighteen was exe- 
cuted, while there were four executions in 
each of the years 1831 and 1852, |

British Consul Edwards’ Statement 
About Irishmen in New York. 


The Conspiracy was Unearthed Nearly Alto- 
gether in America—Sheridan and Walsh 
Make Statements—O’Donovan Rossa will 
Not Talk for Fear his Throat will be Cut. 


New York, May 5.—An Englishman now 
in this city, who has served his Government 
in an important post, said: “I don’t think 
the extradition of Sheridan and Walsh will 
be asked for. The best possible reason for 
this is that the English Government, with 
the best legal counsel in the world, will not 
ask for anything which it is unlikely to ob- 
tain. Then the case is very similar to sev- 
eral in which the English Govern- 
mend has refused extradition. No 
man familiar with American 


affairs will believe that the extradition will 
be granted if it were asked for. 

Gen. Roger, A. Pryor, of Mr. Sheridan’s 
counsel said: ‘*] do not now believe that the 
British Government will demand the extra- 
dition of these men, though the fact that it 
secured their indictment in Dublin looked 
that way. ‘There may have been one or all of

for securing this indictment. Inthe first 
place it may have been done to scare them 
away. Then it may have. been done 
merely to discredit them; oor __ it 
may have been to prevent. their 
returning to Ireland, I believe the British 
Government is aware that it cannot secure 
the extradition of these people.” 

The British Consul-General said that no 
instructions had been received from his 
Government in this matter, and that he had 
never been instructed to put any of the in- 
dicted men under surveillance. 

“Is the statement true,’’ a reporter, asked 
Consul Edwards, at his residence, ‘“‘that the 
British conspiracy was unearthed on this side 
of the water, and that the names of the men 
were sent from here?” 

“Tt isnot true,” Mr.Edwards, said “that the 
names of all the conspirators were sent from 
here, although several were. Itis true, to a 
great extent, that the conspiracy was un- 
earthed here. Animmense amount of in- 
formation was volunteered to us by Irishmen, 
| aud the great difficuity has been to discrimi- 

nate between that which was true and that 
which was false. It appeared at one time 

THAT EVERY IRISHMAN 

outof employment in New York seemed to 
have the impression that he could make 
S90 or $25 by coming to the 
British Consul’s office and making a 
statement of an Irish conspiracy. 
The statements which were true were fully 
contrmed before the results were sent to the 
home Government. I will say, in general 
terms, that this was not, as seems to be be- 
believed, the work of English detectives. 
The Irishmen who made the most important 
| Statements did so with the greatest caution, 
being well aware that they imperiiled their 
lives by their action.” 

Mr. Sheridan wasin consultation in the 
pariurs of the Astor House with Mr. Carroll, 
his adviser; Augustin Ford of the Irish 
World, Miss Lord and Mr. Patrick Brennan. 
Mr. Sheridan said he had received no in- 
formation of further steps on the part of the 
British Government. Mr. Carroll said: 
“There is, of course, no truth in the state- 
mentthat Mr. Sheridan or any of these men 
has been arrested. No step of the kind has 
been attempted. The belief that it will not 
be is,in my opinion, a mistake. I think 
thatthe previous attempt taken in connec-

member that over there they do not under- 
stand public opinion here as we do. lam 
satistied that this Government will never 
consent to the extradition, however. It is 
generally conceded that Mr. ‘Tynan, the al- 
leged ‘No. 1,’is in New York, but he has 
no consultatiou with me in this 
matter, and I do not know where 
he resides. I know some _§ things 
about him which 1 am not at liberty to state. 
From his course I conclude that he.desires to

WHITE AND PINK. 


Gowns for Young Women Who Aro 
About to Be Graduated. 
From the Cincinnati Commereial. 

White has long been the conventional com- 
mencement dress, but though long honored 
by custom and favored by the taste of many, 
it is not absolutely essential that a toilet for 
this occasion should be white, if a color is 
more becoming, or there isany other reason 
why itis preferred. One or two groups of 
girls in pale rose or blue make a pretty break 
in the line of snowy toilets. Delicate fabrics 
in light colors are almost always selected. 
India mull, plain and polka-dotted, and the 
many beautiful varieties of nun’s veiling, in 
white, robin’s-egg, rose pink, cream, pearl 
color, strawberry red and corn-flower blue, 
an extremely stylish new coler. Cotton 
satines in floral patterns are recommended 
for this purpose, and they are combined with 
plain satines, which have twillead surfaces 
closely resembling satin. 

The approved style haz a sharply pointed 
basque of figured satine in the beautiful 
daisy or moss rosebud patterns; pansies or 
hyacinths and an apron drapery of the same 
are arranged over a kilt-pleated skirt or a 
gored skirt trimmed with tucked flounces 
edged with lace of the plain satine in a-solid 
color to match the groundwork of the figured 
goods. Foulards also make up prettily in 
somewhat elaborate short dresses, the wat- 
teau or draped polonaise style showing up 
the floral patterns most effectively. Import- 
ed robe dresses with embroidered flounces 
are shown in colored goods.

in case the States do a certain  por- 
tionof the work. They plead, you know, 
that they are not able to keep 
up public schools for the negro, or 
even, indeed, for the whites, saying that the 
war impoverished them to such an extent. 
And that is doubtless true, for they lost 
greatly in other property in addition to their 
slaves. But the colored people are good 
citizens as a rule, orderly and diligent, and 
many of them are becoming propertv-owners 
and tax-payers, and itis right that they sha!! 
have educational advantages. Their position 
as tax-payers entities them to it, and the 
power of the baliot which they hold makes 
itthe duty of the Government to itself, as 
well as to thew, to make them intelligent.” 

*Are the colored people of the South be- 
coming land-owners, then?” 

“Yes: many of them own their homes 
now. The progress in that direction has 
been slow and painful, butitison a firm basis 
now, and will move forward more rapidly. 
Great difficulty was encountered at first in 
this regard, very great. The Southern peo- 
ple,who had aiways looked upon the colored 
man as property, had serious objec- 
tions to seilling- him land. They did 
hot want to break up their big 
plantations, nor did they want to see the 
colored man a property-owner, for they real- 
ized that he was too valuable as an employe, 
and if he became a landowner he wou!d 
work for himself and not for them. Then, 
too, the colored people hada hard time with 
the land they did purchase, or attempt to 
make theirown. They had had no experi- 
ence in such matters, and, in many cases, 
after paying for land they found that the 
inen from whom they bought it, as they sup- 
posed, had notitle toit. They are learning 
now, however, to take the necessary steps 
and to see that they have got good titles. 
Then the landowners are “getting now so 
that they will sell more readily to them, and 
they are getting toown a good deal of land 
through the South. The report of the Comp- 
troller-General of Georgia shows that one 
acre in fifty of the cultivated lands of that 
State are owned by colored people, and this, 
lL think, is about a fair average of the situa- 
tion throughout the South generally.”’ 

‘*The colored people are accumulating con- 
siderable wealth, then, are they not?’’ 

‘‘Yes, there are a good many 

QUITE WEALTHY MEN 
among the colored population now. Idon’t 
know of more than one or two who could be 
counted millionaires, but there are a good 
many Who run up into the hundreds of 
thousands, and ijiarge numbers who are 
worth, say $25,000. ‘Lhe colored man, as a 
rule, is greaton real estate. Let him get 
possession of a few feet of ground—a home 
—and he will never part With it if he can 
help it. He will almost starve rather than 
do so. And that-isa good spirit, | think. 
Make a man a tax-payer and owner of the 
soil, and you make him a good citizen.” 

“Are they doing much 14 the trades?” 

“No, unfortunately they are not. yet able 
to do so. The trades unions are against 
them, and will not perinit any members of 
the unions to take them as apprentices. The 
result is that, while they would be glad to 
get trades, they cannot get opportunity to 
learn them. ‘Lhat is a race prejudice whic h 
we Will have to live down, [ suppose. Before 
the war there were many colored mechanics, 
for every owner was glad to make his siave 
more Valuable by making him a skilled lag 
borer. But the trades unions are vio- 
lentiv opposed to the hegro learnin- 
a trade of any kind, Why, in the cotton 
factories of the South no colored people can 
be emploved except todo the heavy work.

Among the animal workers all occupations 
are found. ‘Take a colony of bees, lor In- 
stunce. In forming a nest one set Of bees are 
ordinary laborers, and form the rough cells. 
A wet of skilled laborers then take hveid and 
shape the cells, and soon. Among the ants 
the workers not only have fheir share ol 
work to do, but they differ from the others 
in shape and general appearance, the kings, 
queens, soldiers and laborers being ail 
markedly different in appearance, Lhe sol- 
diers have enormous jaws, Dut never Work. 
They rush out fierely when you break into a 
nest. If the enemy is not Visibie they re- 
turn, and the laborers come out and 
begin repairs. The army ants of Soutu 
America show great inteliigence. he 
workers, like our sappers and miners, Olten 
go aliead and form a protective arch, under 
which the soldiers march; aud so rapidiy is 
this thrown up that the onward marcel Is not 
deiaved. The ants are also siave-owners. 
they capture ants of other species and lerce 
them to work for them and attend them as 
body servants. So luxurious do some ol 
these slave-ow ners become that they are ut- 
terly heipless when deprived of their ment- 
als. ‘The jatter not oniy wait On thelr tias- 
ters, bat feed them. If the slaves are laken 
away their owuers perish. 

‘‘Ants are also farmers. In Texas a tribe 
eollect the seeds of various piants and plant 
them in close proximity to their homes, so 
that they can benefit by the seed. The tarm- 
er or grain ants of Europe store up Vast sup- 
plies in underground granaries. After a 
damp season the seeds are taken out and 
laid in the sun and finally returned.” 

‘‘How is it the seedsdon’t sprout?” asked 
the reporter. 

“That's the most wonderful part of it. The 
seeds don’t sprout, though there they are 
planted under ground and kept fresh. Itis 
supposed that the ants bite the seed in seme 
way so that they are ina state of coma, just 
as wasps sting animals so that they remain 
insensible for months. Ants may be said 
also to keep cows—-not exactly Durbams, but 
insects that answer the safe purpose. They 
collect the plant lice, and, by caressing them 
insome way, force or induce them to give 
out or exude a drop of sweet liquor. i have 
seen five or six ants awaiting their turn to 
milk one of these cows. ‘The ants often col- 
lect the eygs of the aphides, piace them on 
plants near their homes, and care for them 
in Many ways, just as We do for our blooded 
stock. In the fall ants have been known to 
take theircows under ground and try to 
keep them through the winter. Many ants 
keep beeties and other insects as pets, some 
as playfellows, others on account of their

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- A BOGUS HUSBAND. 


How a Wife Was Imposed on by a 
Stranger for Years. 
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Strange Methods of Administering Justice in 
the Sixteenth Century. 


Written from the French for the Post-Dispatch. 


In the unity of creation, so infinite is its 
variety that Leibnitz was led to remark that 
no two leaves were exactly alike. 

If there is such diversity then, in simple 
strictures, how much greater must exist in 
the complex organization of the human 
frame. Even were there a perfect resem- 
blance in physica! traits, the character and 
intellect under the influences of education 
and the thousand circumstances that control 
mental development must vary in different 
persons to such an extent as would seem 
to preclude the possibility of any case of 
mistaken identity wherever there are 
afforded due opportunities of observation. 
Yet in the history of nearly every nation we 
read of bold impostors, who fora time have 
gucceeded in deceiving even those who were 
best qualified to detect the fraud. 

Persia, Macedonia, the Romans, the East- 
ern and Western Empires, France, England, 
Flanders, Portugal, Russia, China and 
Brandenbourg have in turn beheld 
a large portion of their population, attract- 
ed tothe support of some ambitious pre- 
tender, assisted in his schemes by a fortui- 
tous resemblance to a popular favorite, great 
talents for deception, and, above all, by that 
remarkable quality of the human mind 
which leads the masses to eagerly embrace 
whatsoever is novel and surprising. What 
Tacitus said of the Greeks seduced by a 
falsé Drusus, is equally true of mankind at 
large. “Alliciebantur ignari fama nominis 
promptis animis ad nova et mira fingebant 
simul credebantque.” “Attracted by the 
gieam of whatever is mysterious, with 
minds prone to the new and wonderful, they 
believe in the igments of their own imagi- 
pation.” 

How far a credulous people may be played 
upon is instanced by the success of Gregory 
Otrepief, who ascended the throne of Rus- 
sia and reigned neariy a year. 
himseif as Demetrius, the son ot the (7zar 
Ivan, a youth who was assassinated when 
eight years of age, he imposed upon a whole 
people and even obtained a recogni- 
tion from the mother of the true Prince. 
Perkin Warbeck, the counterfeit Duke of 
York, and Lambert Simnel, the personator 
of the Earl of Warwick .n the reign of Henry 
VIL, will be remembered by readers of En- 

lish history. When political interests are 
involved, a deception of this kind is readily 
effected. Those who are discontented with 
the reigning power lend theniselves without 
too Curious au inquiry to whomsvever will 
best serve their seditious purposes. When 
there is question, however, of the identity of 
@ private person, Where is invoked the ma- 
chinery of a court of justice with all its pow- 
er of disentangiing the truth from circume 
Stances, however confusing, it would seem 
that the issue could not be jong in doubt,and 
the detection of the impostor would be swiit 
aod certain. but the 
claimant of the personali 
Sir Robert Dich borne demonstrates how 
readily an audacious impostor may avail 
himself of pubiic credulity to the, bafiling al- 
most of the tribunals of justice.

In our account of this interesting 
shall closely follow the original rep rt, 
the reader may obtain some idea of the pro- 
cedure of courts of justice at that time.

thatonce he had attacked and felled him 
with an iron bar, and he would have lost his 
life had not Bertrande thrown herself as a 
shield between himself and his uncle’s 
blows. Heclaimed that the facile disposi- 
tion of his wife had been abused by his 
uncle, in conjunction with his sons-in-law, 
and demanded to be confronted with her, as 
he was sure she would not conceal the truth 
if she were removed from the influence of 
his enemies. 

On interrogation by the Judge he an- 
swered with perfect correctness all questions 
concerning Biscay, the place of birth of 
Martin Guerre, the father, mother, 
brothers, sisters and other relations of 
the same, the year, month and 
day of his marriage, his wife’s parents, the 
wedding guests and their dress, the offici- 
ating priest and the names of those who, 
according to custom, visited at midnight the 
nuptial couch. He gave a full detailed ac- 
count of his travels and adventures and cited 
the names of those who would corroborate 
his statements. Questioned separately, Ber- 
trande and himself both gave the same ac- 
count of the charm which prevented the fe- 
cundity of their marriage and the means by 
which it was overcome. 

The depositions of one hundred and fifty 
Witnesses were taken. Thirty or forty tes- 
tified that he was the real Martin Guerre ; 
that they had been companions of his youth, 
and that he bore the marks and scars which 
they remembered. A still larger number 
swore that from the cradie they had known 
him as Arnaud du Tilh, nicknamed Pansette. 
Sixty or more witnesses declared that there 
was so Striking a resemblance between 
Martin Guerre and Arnaud du Tilh that they 
were unable to fix the identity of the defend- 
ant. It is worthy of notice that the court 
ordered areport to be made on the resem- 
biance of Sauxi, the son of Martin Guerre,to 
the sisters of the latter and to the defendant 
respectively. The result of their inquiry 
declared a likeness tothe sisters, but none 
to the accused. ' 

On this testimony Arnaud du Tilh was 
condemned to lose his head, to be followed 
by the quartering of his body. Such a decis- 
ion, Whilst justified by subsequent events, 
Was certainiy not so by the evidence betore 
the Judge. Where the testimony was so con- 
flicting, the doctrine of presumption of inno- 
cence where there was reasonable doubt 
should have prevailed in favor of the ac- 
cus 

Onan appeal taken to the Court of Tou- 
louse, that tribunal, not satisfied with the 
thoroughness of the preceding investigation, 
determined to reopen the whole case, 

The result of this new trial may be thus 
summed up. Against the defendant ap- 
peared forty-five witnesses who deposed ihat

The want 
of resemblance between Sauxi, the child, and

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er of the friends and circumstances of 
artin’s past life might be easily accounted 
for as the result of long and careful prepara- 
tion and a ready wit. It was probably true, 
also, as was generally believed, that the de- 
fendant was aided in his deception by the 
uS8e of magic arts. 

It was not surprising that Bertrande, when 
confronted with him, should have refused to 
swear againsthim. Through fear of the re- 
sponsibility which they may incur mapy are 
reluctant to swear to facts of which they are 
convinced. Bertrande’s hesitancy in such a 
manner might be readily explained by her 
timid disposition, incapable of a violent reso- 
lution and reluctant to destroy one whom for 
so longatime she had regarded as another 
self. Asan oathin criminal matters is not 
proof positive, so its refusal cannot be such. 


Where the testimony was so conflicting, 
now revealing, now obscuring the truth, the 
cause of the accused woyld doubtless have 
prevailed, the report informs us, as favoring 
marriage and the rights of the children. 
The knot of the intrigue was certainly tied 
almost beyond the possibility of unraveling.

When confronted with him, Arnand du Tilch, 
perfectly unabashed, denounced him as a 
cheat and a scoundrel, suborned by Pierre 
Guerre,and declared that he would willingly 
submit to death if he should fail to cover 
his enemies with confusion. Thereupon he 
questioned Martin Guerre in relation to cer- 
tain facts that should have been known to 
him. 

His answers were not given with the 
confidence and assurance which di 
tinguished Arnand. The commi 
sioners thep examined him in _ private 
as to certain secret particulars suggested by 
Bertrande, and satisfactory responses were 
received. But Arnaud replied to the same 
queries’ with equal exactness. The court

Talk. 


A little, undersized, well-knit, Engiish- 
built, crop-haired man of middle age, was 
introduced, in a well-known sporting re- 
sort, an evening or two ago toa Post-DIs- 
Parcnu reporter as Mr. Tommy Castillo, 
‘light-weight fighter, long-distance pedes- 
trian and champion rat-catcher.”’ 

“You don’t mean that you catch rats for 
sport, like a ——”’ 

“No, not like a ‘terrier,’ nor for fun, either, 
but for business; for good solid chucks, and 
don’t forget it, neither, that a man what 
knows his business can catch them.”’ 

“But how? Have you got dogs, or ferrets 
or traps?” 

“No, [haven't got no traps, nor no dogs, 
nor no ferrets; but I catch ’em with a tongs, 
and all I want is a bulls-eye lantern like cop- 
pers and burglars uses, anda man to hola 
the bag and a little science,” 

The reporter freely admitted his ignorance 
of any process of catching rats with tongs, a 
bull’s-eye lantern and science, and the light- 
weight, long-distance and _ rat-catching 
champion expressed his feelings that one- 
half of the world doesn’t know how the 
other half makes a living. With a glance of 
pity, he continued. ‘‘But then I suppose that 
you never lived any place but America. If 
you had traveled any you might know some- 
ting about rat-catching.”” ‘The reporter, 
much abashed, endeavored to mollify the 
triple champion by a proffer of something of 
a liquid nature, and met with immediate ac- 
ceptance, and a foaming tankard of ‘alf and 
‘alf. For a few seconds the little eyes of the 
man with a strange profession beamed 
over the upper edge of the _ pewter. 
when the conversation was renewed, the re- 
porter very humble and

very patronizing in his manner. 

“T am going out to-night to doalittle work 
in the cellar of the Everett House. Five 
years ago I cleaned every rat outof that 
place forthem, Dick Toner and I came here 
tugether that time. Dick opened a rat-pit 
down on Fourth street, near Spruce, and he 
had some good dogs. One of them wasa 
world-beater, not on rats, but in a pit, and 
never was beat until they steered him against 
a St. Louis brindie, named Sailor, who done 
him up on a sand barge out in the river one 
Sunday. Dick was a sporting man all over 
and a funny fellow in_his way. 
Bergh, the humane _ society man, sent 
Dick up for two_ years for = fight- 
ing dogs in New York, and 
Dick used to say thatif Bergh had his own 
way. he would make a man chioroform an 
oyster before he could eat it. Well, that 
ainit got nothing to do with what I was say- 
ing. We had the pit, and we caught rats In 
the hotels and warehouses for five cents 
apiece and sold them at the pit for ten cents 
apiece tomen who came there with terriers. 
We hilled fifteen cents with one rat those 
days and made plenty of money. High ton- 
ed men used to come down on the quiet, and 
if they didn’t understand the business, we 
caught them for five rats for a dollar. | never 
sawa man get so stuckon rat killing. as 
one of the big St, Louis’ editors. 


One night Dick thought he 
would get solider, with this 
editor than he Was and 


mind you, he had gone out with us once to 
see us at work, and so he got Paddy Kohan, 
the ‘man terrier’ we used tocall him, to go 
into the pit against six rats and kill them 
with his teeth. Paddy was one of the best 
l ever saw in that business. He would grab 
a rat with one hand and break its back with 
his teeth quicker than aScotch terrier could 
do it, but the editor he seemed to kind of 
get disgustedj;and he went away and never 
came back. ‘Toner didn’t catch on very well 
with the St. Louis sports, and when Tom 
Kelly took *Oid Turk’ down there one day, 
and first beheld his best dog, better than 
Billy, and then pitched in = and 
licked Dick’s trained bear, he 
¢* tired of the place and went buck to New 

‘ork, where he is catching rate and running 
apitin Jersey City. Istayed here a while 
and boarded at Barnum’s Hotel until 

THERE WASN'T A KAT LEFT 
in the place, and 1 would have been here yet 
getting my $40 a month and first-class board 
and my days all to myself if 1 hadn’t got 
stuck on six-day walking, and walked off 
every dollar I had saved.” 

Tbe pewter was replenished, and the rat- 
catcher again buried his mug in the con- 
tents. Breathing a sigh of contentment, and 
indicating by a wave of the hand that 
he would do the talking, he = said: 
“In England and in all the cities of 
Europe, there are rat-catchers just like there 
are biacksmiths and other trades. ‘There are 
several ways of going at the work. ‘The rat- 
catcher goes about his work in several ways. 
l only work hotels and warehouses and use 
my tongue. ‘Lhe most scientific rat-catcher 
l ever knew was my father, and he lived in 
Birmingham, and does yet.

Facts and Figures That May Interest St. 


Louis People. 
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In June, 1879,a civil engineer, named Serf, 
read a report, entitled “Gas in Paris,’ to a 
syndical chamber of weavers, which had ap- 
propriated 5,000 francs to an investigation of 
the subject. This report was transmitted to 
the Municipal Council, who referred it to 
Mr. Alphand, Chief Engineer of the city, 
whose report was sent officially to the gas 
Pecompany, with a request fora reply. 
company answered that it hada contract 
with the city on the subject of the price of 
gas and that the interest of the stockholders 
forced it to decline to make any reduction in 
the price “unless it received an indemnity.” 
The City Council looked up the contract and 
thought -that under artiele forty-eight 


they had the company on the hip. 


cle provided that the company undertook to 
allow the eonsumers to share in the benefit 
of any reduction in the cost of production 
which might result from new processes in- 
troduced into the manufacture of gas. 
company answereé that since the signing of 
the contract it had introduced no new pro- 
cess—all that it had done was to improve and 


perfect the process then in use. 


made another report, in which he showed, 
from the printed reports of the company 
itself, that the cost of making a cubic metre 
of gas was in 1879 less than half of what it 
had been when the company began Its oper- 
ations in 1855.

This monopoly was created in 1855 and
